If you ever have to make a match to a low impedance antenna, such as a 
quarter wave against a good ground, that capacitor will be very valuable to 
you.

The Photo Multiplier tubes available almost anywhere look interesting from 
the outside BUT 99.99999999% of the darn things are available because they 
were junked for being "noisy". Way back in time when we were building 
devices for detecting radiation from airplanes (putting big crystals that 
gave of itsy bitsy light pulses when hit by gamma particles in front of the 
PM tube) I went through two dozen brand new tubes looking for ONE that would 
meet the published noise specification. In the early 1960's they were 
truely awful devices, and they were not cheap even back then. I have not 
seen a design using those things for many years now. My FIRST sandstate DC 
to DC converter using ck722's by Ratheon was used to provide HV for a 5 inch 
pm tube...

I have 1 8873 pull-out tube that has been tested and is good for 
$200 or I will give $150 to someone for a complete linear, except for tube. 


Early HeathKit linears that used the 8873 had a problem with 
heatsink warping with change in temperature causing a separation of the, 
all important, joints between the tube, beryllium oxide thermal link and 
heatsink. Henry Radio solved this problem in their 2K Ultra by using a 
spring loaded clamp to hold the joints together. I do not know if Heath 
ever addressed this problem. Tube failure will result in a fraction of a 
second if either joint separates while the tube in running near maximum 
plate dissipation. Be careful with the beryllium oxide thermal link. 


Intact, it is relatively safe to handle. Dust particles of this material 
are deadly. Do not alter, grind, lap, fire, or chemically clean the 
thermal link. If you do not Bellevue me, just ask Eimac or read the data 
sheet on the tube. Beryllium oxide ceramic (BeO) has been used in most 
metal/ceramic tubes for many years and has never been considered dangerous 
is normal use. Use your head. 


The 8873, 8874, and 8875 are the same tube with different cooling 
methods. They are all on the same Eimac data sheet. Each tube has a 
progressively higher plate dissipation directly proportional to the 
efficiency of the type of cooling. Vertically cooling is best (400 watts), 
horizontal cooling next (300 watts), and conduction cooling the least 
effective (200 watts). 


My personal slant is that conduction cooling is neat, but very 
expensive and not very forgiving. It reminds me of vapor phase cooling 
used in my Alpha 70V, but with only a fraction of the cooling efficiency.

HI Lenox: 


The HW-7 is Heath's first entry into the QRP market, circa: early 1970's 


(I had mine in 1973). It was a 3 band unit (80, 40 & 15 meters) featuring both VFO 
and crystal control of the transmitter (RX was VFO 

only) designed to compete directly against the Ten-Tec PM series QRP 

rigs. It had a push-pull transistor final amp and gave about 2-3 watts 

output . It was a fully transistorized rig that had absolutely the WORST 

receiver ever designed into any QRP rig in the history of the modern 

world! (Possibly the ancient world, too!) It had semi-breakin via a 

claking relay! 


This pig was a real chore to use: I know, I had one for several years and 
used it at Lajes Field as CT2BH. Every time the base MARS station, CUW-20 
would come up on the hi end of 20 meters, it would wipe the front end out 
of the HW-7. 40 meters was useless over there due to all the European SW 
Best stations that would swamp the front end. 


All in all, there are those on the qrp-l list that would pay up to $125 + 

for a HW-7 in like new (unmodified) condtion. Unfortunately, unmodified 

HW-7S are as scarce as hen's teeth. If you wanted to use the rig, you 

HAD to modify it! Doug DeMaw (W1CER) published a good receiver mod and there were 
several RX mods that appeared in the G-QRP-Clubs quarterly 

newsletter SPRAT over the years. 


The HW-7 is a "cute" rig, but should only be used to grace the shelf, not 
on the air. (Unless of course, you are the kind of guy who likes IRS 
audits, root canals and live-in Mother-in-Laws!) If you can pick it up 
for about $40 or so, then you can probably unload it to one of the "QRP 
Collector-Crazies" for double that amount. (The "QRP 

Collector-Crazies" are the same bunch that have inflated the Ten-Tec PM 
series gear right up through the ionosphere!) Otherwise, let someone 

else have it.

I wanted to let those who are interested in using any of the Heath 
Q-Multipliers with their Collins is that these units do work nicely 
with the KWM-2/A or even the 75S-1. 


By plugging the output from the Q-Multiplier into J27 next to the 
V1,(6AZ8) in the KWM-2/A the operator has an alternative to the Waters 
Q-Multiplier which is rather limited in that it is only a tunable null 


device while the Heath unit offers both peak and null features. 


With the later HD-11 which includes a built-in power supply, the operator 
simply "plugs and plays." However, the earlier QF-1 requires "stealing" 
voltage from the KWM-2/A using three of the pins (low voltage, filament 
voltage, and ground) of the 9-pin connector (J25) on the rear apron as a 
connecting point - this is the seldom used antenna switching plug. Runa 
wire to the junction of C106B and R86, the only 7-watt resistor in the 
KWM-2/A. The 6.3 volts for the filament of the 12AX7 in the Q-Multiplier 
can be borrowed from the phone jack marked "external VFO" on the rear 
apron. Wire this 6.3 volts to the one of the 9-pin connector (J25). 

The ground loop using the ground braid of the coaxial cable output cable 
can be used rather than using a pine on J25 to ground. 


A more comprehensive, expanded explanation appears in the November issue 
of the monthly Collins Journal.

Hi Doug, 

I finished rehabbing an S-20R about a month ago, and can pass along the 
procedures I followed. First, I removed the unit from its case (about a 
zillion screws as I recall). In principle, one can get access to the top 
and bottom by leaving the chassis in the cabinet, but the radio is much 
easier to work on and clean if you take the cabinet off. You'll need to be 
very careful with the speaker if you remove the cabinet, since it will 
dangle from its old and brittle wires. I unsoldered the speaker (six wires 
or so, as I recall) to be on the safe side. My speaker had a tear and a 
dime-sized hole in the cone, and I patched these with GC Service Cement and 
tissue paper. 


After cleaning the unit, I replaced a broken dial cord on the bandspread 
dial, and then started working on the electrical part. Like yours, my unit 
also had defective sections in the twist-can electrolytic. I replaced them 
with single electrolytics, which fit nicely below the chassis. I also 
replaced all paper caps in the radio, with metallized polyester caps. There 
are only a dozen or so paper caps, so it isn't a huge job. 


I spot -checked some of the resistors and found variations of about 50% 
from expected values. Nevertheless, I decided to change resistors only if I 
discovered I couldn't bring the unit into alignment. As it turned out, I 
didn't have to replace any of the resistors. I also checked all the tubes, 
and ended up replacing a 6SK7 and a 6SQ7, and then sprayed deoxit on the 
pots and switch contacts, and lubed the switches. 


Before powering up the unit for the first time, I unplugged all tubes 
except the rectifier tube. I brought the voltage up gradually, in order to 
look for smoke and sparking--no need to worry about the caps, since they 
were all new--and checked the voltages. Since I had disconnected the 
speaker, I used clip leads to jumper the speaker field coil wires back to 
their appropiate connections. The power supply won't work unless you do 
this, since the field coil is used as the filter choke in the power supply. 


Next I jumpered in the rest of the speaker leads and plugged in the audio 
output stage. Touching a screwdriver to the grid produced the expected hum. 
Then I started plugging in tubes one at a time, starting with the audio 
section and working backward toward the rf. stage. I looked at the 
oscillator voltage on a scope to make sure it was working. 


Everything seemed normal to this point, so I then hooked a clip lead onto 
the antenna terminal, and tuned around the broadcast band. I could hear 
one or two local stations, and while they weren't strong, the fidelity 
sounded great. 


At that point, I reinstalled the speaker permanently and remounted the 
chassis in the cabinet. I then aligned it, and noted that it came into 
alignment very easily, with good sensitivity on all bands. It easily heard 
@.1uV on the low frequency ranges, with sensitivity dropping to about 1uV 
on the highest range. Frequency stability was better than I expected, and 
I found I could tune in ssb stations with only occasional retuning. 


All in all, the S20R is a fun receiver, and a pleasure to listen to. The 
only precaution I would advise is to be extremely careful with the speaker. 
If yours has a bad field coil and you can't find an exact replacement, then 
use a conventional fixed-magnet speaker and mount a small 10H-20H choke 
under the chassis for the power supply. Good luck!

Lettine...aka Latrine. Built in my home town of Valley Stream, NY. That 
rig was the subject of one of the mystery questions at the August VHF 
convention in CT. I blew W3ZZ's mind when I answered it!! 


Lattine was strictly a low overhead basement operation and were most 
unpopular in the local area! Massive TVI generators. I did a short stint 
there as a "weekend tech" before going into the Navy. I gotta admit that 
he knew his theory and the time spent there was a big help to my ability 
to get into Navy ET school. They had HF and VHF rigs all on steel 
chassis if I remember correctly. 


I also had a S20R for a short time back then.(1955 or so, it fueled my 
dislike for Hallicrafters). If you have the proper tools and 
replacement can capacitor it is better to remove the old one...might add 
a few $ to value down the road. Otherwise under chassis is fine; values 
not critical...the bigger the C the better up to a point in the PS. Keep 
about same value for audio amp cathode bypass. 


Replace ALL, repeat ALL paper caps; otherwise you are just asking for 
headaches. Disc ceramic, Mylar, Poly or whatever are fine. Voltage 
ratings on new caps requires less overhead. You can get away with 50-100V 
in AGC circuit, etc and anything 50V or so higher than expected in B+ 
cuircuits. The exception is the cap across the audio xfmr primary (not 
used on all radios, not sure abt the S20R). This should be at least 
double the B+. I usually use something in the .001 to .003 range at 1KV. 


Those old dogbone resistors will change value...yes, no, maybe. I've 
never found a pattern. Do the caps first and then trouble shoot as 
required. Most of that curcuit is so uncritical and I doubt if even a 
2-3x change in value would be noticable. 


BTW do you want to try something in Dec or Jan on 2M? The 3CX1000A7 amp 
is getting lonely...band has been vy poor since the Perseids.

Good input Jim. Just one comment is that today that filter choke or 
speaker coil is unnecessary for good performance. I'm not talking 
original parts restoration here. 


Simply increase the PS filter caps to 40-80MF and add a resistor in place 
of the choke. Select the value and wattage based upon the final voltage 
you need. In the "olden days" 4-8 MF was typical in the PS so the choke 
was really necessary. Also many radios took the audio amp voltage off 
before the choke anyway. 


Dont stop a BA just because the speaker is junk. In fact many, many 
modern speakers have identical mounting holes as the originals and sound 
better too. I prefer a mix of old and new in many cases unless Im trying 
to offload a $1300 anchor. 


BTW, for those guys that missed out on that once in a lifetime $1300 
bargain, please call me. I have some bridge property for sale in Brooklyn 
and some prime land in Florida. And my Mom really does have a mint SX88.

Jim makes a couple of points. First, he mentions attempts to clean up 
parts of a radio. I've seen dial faces scratched to helen gone by 
someone in a hurry with Comet Cleanser or whatever abrasive, and knobs 
half melted by some overpowered cleaning solvent. 


OTOH, you wonder why sellers can't at least brush or vacuum some of the 

dust off the chassis and tubes. But then, they'll try washing off the tubes, 
removing the type markings and getting water into the set, so, I have to 
agree with Jim, I have a pwoerful shop vac and would rather blow off the 
dust -- I paid for that dust, it's mine to blow off, my way :-) 


The other point is -- well first Jim, a Ranger is now pushing $300 in really 
fine condx, and it really is a nice compact (but not light!) rig. 

But an even more compelling reason you should "bring it up" and test it 

is that a transmitter is especially subject to expensive problems 

in the transformers and chokes, including the mod xfrmer. 


Betcha half the AM tx at swap meets have one bad xfrmer or choke. 
I'd pay a LOT more if I were assured that the "iron & copper" parts 
were OK. You should be able to get a higher enough price 

to cover your time & trouble in testing. 


FWIW, even on a revr the knowledge that "it lights up and buzzes thru 
the speaker" tells me I don't have iron problems. If it gets a couple BC 
stations then the IF cans are probably not open. And so on. 


Think of your worst fears when buying a piece. Ask what tests would be needed 
to lay those to rest. Then consider testing that much on something you'll 
sell, so you can assure buyers that their worst fears are groundless. 


And if it's the difference between asking $10 or $20 for a signal generator, 
the heck with it. Tell the buyer you have NOT plugged it in, 
so it's up to them to bring it up right (or smoke it, or get lucky).
